LOUIS van Gaal 
wants his 
Manchester United 
team to rule the 
world. 

Van Gaal’s start to 
life as United man¬ 
ager may not have 
gone completely to 
plan, but his side 
are third in the 
Barclays Premier 
League, ahead of 
tomorrow’s clash 
with Saints at Old 
Trafford, thanks to 
a ten-match 
unbeaten run. 

Although 
some perfor¬ 
mances under 
Van Gaal 
have been far 
from spectacu¬ 
lar, the 63-year- 
old has gone a long 
way to restoring the 
sense of grandeur 
about the 20-time 
English champions 
that was lacking 
during the failed 
reign of David 
Moyes. 

Having won titles 
in Spain, Holland 
and Germany, Van 
Gaal sets lofty ambi¬ 
tions for himself 
and he has made it 
clear he wants to 
bring the glory days 



back to Old Trafford 
soon. 

Van Gaal spent 
£155m on new play¬ 
ers last summer - 
including £27m on 
Saints’ Luke Shaw - 
to help him achieve 
his aims and the 
club flexed their 
muscles again this 
week by beating a 
host of rivals to the 
signing of Victor 
Valdes, pictured, as 
back-up to David de 
Gea. 

“My ambition 
is that I have 
the best play¬ 
ers who can 
collaborate 
with each 
other to form 
the best team in 
the world,” the 
United manager 
said. 

Daley Blind is in 
line to return from 
the knee injury 
which has sidelined 
him for two months 
against Saints, but 
Ashley Young miss¬ 
es out. He suffered a 
hamstring injury at 
Stoke on New Year’s 
Day and will be out 
for four to six 
weeks, according to 
Van Gaal.

He was quick to give that short shrift, indicating 
he would not walk out on the three-year commit¬ 
ment he made to Saints last summer, even if the 
job came up. 

However, Koeman did reveal that former 
Barcelona president Joan Laporta had once 
offered him the position, but that he rejected it 
because he had just signed a new deal with 
Ajax. 

“There was one time when I was coach at Ajax 
and Laporta was the new president,” said 
Koeman. 

“I think it was in 2003, and I got the offer to be 
the coach of Barcelona but, at that time, I 
already signed a new contact with Ajax. 

“And, OK, then I have to respect that contract.” 

Current Barcelona manager Luis Enrique has 
come under significant pressure recently, with 
suggestions that he could soon be given the 
chop. 

But Koeman suggested that, even if the 
Spanish giants did come calling, he would 
remain loyal to Saints. 

“Now I’m very happy to be here in 
Southampton and that’s the most important,” he 
said. 

“I started with a contract in Southampton and I 
like to respect to my contract and to the people.”

Plenty outside of Saints might not, 
but that is of no consequence to him. 

That is because the man who reached 
the pinnacle of the game as a player is 
certain of the quality that is currently 
at his disposal as a manager. 

And, as he takes his team to fellow 
top-four contenders Manchester 
United tomorrow, he asks a simple 
question of those quizzing him about 
their Champions League hopes: “Why 
not?” 

“We have the qualities, we have the 
players and, at the moment, we have to 
believe that if we don’t have really bad 
injuries of some key players then why 
not?” he said. 

Saints’ hopes of finishing in the top- 
four this season would certainly be sig¬ 
nificantly boosted if they can secure a 
first league win in 27 years at Old 
Trafford tomorrow. 

Heading into the weekend holding 
onto fourth place, Koeman’s men 
would climb above United and end the 
day in third with a victory. 

“Games like Man United on Sunday 
are good tests to see if the players 
believe in the qualities of the team and 
if we can reach that kind of position in 
the table,” said Koeman, who clearly 
has every confidence in his side. 

PRESSURE 

“We don’t have the pressure that 
Arsenal and Man United have to be the 
first teams on the tables. 

“But we showed against Chelsea, we 
showed against Arsenal that we can 
fight for that position in the league and 
we have another test this Sunday.” 

Koeman added: “We played 20 games 
[so far this season]. In ten games, we 
had clean sheets. 

“There’s no better example why we 
should believe. 

“That means that we have a good 
defence, we have a good team organisa¬ 
tion when we don’t have the ball. 

“And that’s more important, 
that’s more reasons to give the 
players to have that belief in the 
game. 

“It’s not lucky. I really believe 
that we can do it again.” 

Koeman is aware that his squad is 
not as deep as the Premier League’s 
most established sides and, 
although the likes of Toby 
Alderweireld, Ryan Bertrand, 

Victor Wanyama and Fraser 
Forster have plenty of Champions 
League and title-winning experi¬ 
ence, many others do not. 

But the Saints boss says that there 
is only one way to get it. 

“The players don’t have the experience 
that most of the players of United, Arsenal, 
have,” he said. “We don’t have that experi¬ 
ence. 

“You need it by doing and playing for 
those kind of positions in the table. 

“Sunday is another test to show that we 
really can fight for that position in the 
table.” 

Koeman, a European Cup winner in his 
legendary playing days, knows that he has 
a key role to play in encouraging his play¬ 
ers towards the finish line, and he is care¬ 
ful to make sure he does not display any 
signs of agitation as Saints get closer and 
the pressure increases. 

“In my opinion, it’s important that the 
manager is calm, because, if the manager 
is very nervous or shouting or doing crazy

things out of

They were then reunited at Ajax, where

background ever since. 

There was an amicable meeting 
at St Mary’s last month, though, 
as Van Gaal got the better of 
Koeman, with United winning 2-1, 
despite being dominated by the 
hosts. 


Saints gifted their opponents the win that 
night, making two bad defensive errors 
that were both punished by Robin van 
Persie. 

While United’s overall performance was 
poor, Koeman believes Van Gaal has 
improved his side since then. 

I think that the team is stronger now, 
because I think the system - they are used 
more to that system that they play and 
they have less injuries and I think they are 
eight, nine games unbeaten,” he said. 

“That brings confidence to the players. If 
you have [Angel] Di Maria, you have 


[Radamel] Falcao, you have Van Persie, 
you have [Wayne] Rooney, you have 
[Juan] Mata - come on, please. You have 
great players.” 

Indeed, Koeman believes with the quality 
at his disposal that Van Gaal should have 
United competing for the Premier League 
title. 

He also does not think that he will be 
afforded too much time to get them to that 
level. 

“It’s up to him,” he said. “If he needs two 
years more, give him two years more. 

“But I think always in football, of course 
maybe he is doing different to other man¬ 
agers, but I don’t believe in football that 
you need two years or one year. 

“No. It’s all about qualities of the players 
and they have to do that. And the better 
the players, the easier it is for the manag¬ 
er.” 

Koeman added: “It’s an easy answer as a 
manager to say ‘I need time.’ You don’t 
have time in football. 




“OK, you need adaptation of the players. 

“I think sometimes they are more excus¬ 
es of the people than to expect something. 

“Football is the same in Holland, in 
Germany. 

“The players are better in Germany and 
England than we have in Holland, most of 
the players. 

“But my job as a manager is not so differ¬ 
ent to what I did in the last three years in 
Feyenoord - managing a football team. 

“OK, new players. I have better players 
than I had in the last three seasons. It has 
to be easier, that adaption. It’s about the 
quality of the players.” 

Tomorrow, we will see if Saints’ quality 
is enough to overcome United and push the 
club one step closer to the Champions 
League.

FRIENDLY RIVALRY:

JAMES Ward-Prowse is looking forward to a pos¬ 
sible reunion with his good friend and former 
teammate, Luke Shaw, at Old Trafford tomorrow. 

Saints visit Manchester United for a top-four 
Premier League clash, knowing that a win would 
lift them above their opponents, into third place. 

One of the men trying to stop them from achiev¬ 
ing that could be Shaw, who moved from St 
Mary’s to the Reds in a £27m deal last summer,

The 19-year-old left-back has been an injury 
doubt, after being taken off with an ankle knock 
in United’s FA Cup win at Yeovil last week, but it 
has been suggested he could still be fit to start. 

Saints midfielder Ward-Prowse, who came 
through the academy system with Shaw, said: 
“Luke’s a good mate of mine. 

“I’m still sort of in touch with him now, seeing 
how he is and seeing how he’s progressing. 
Hopefully I’ll be up against him. It will be a good 
battle.” 

Ward-Prowse added: “He’s a fantastic player. 

“He’s got all the attributes to be at the top and 
showing that now he’s back from injury that he 
can do that, and I’m sure that he will continue to 
show what he can do at that level.” 

Tomorrow’s match will feature two of the divi¬ 
sion’s in-form teams, with United unbeaten in 11 
and Saints without defeat in five. 

“I think any Manchester United team, or any 
time of year that you go there, is always going to 
be difficult,” said Ward-Prowse. 

“They’re one of the biggest clubs in the world 
and they’re going to pose a real threat to us. 
They’ve got great players as well. 

“It will be a good test for us, but we’re also 
unbeaten in a few games as well, so we’ll be 
going there with a lot of confidence. 

“We go out game-by-game wanting to win and 
we know how to win. 

“It’s just a case of going out and doing it, and I 
believe that if we approach the game right and do 
everything right that we know then we’ll be fine.” 

Saints, who lost 2-1 to United at St Mary’s last 
month, despite dominating the match, have not 
won a league game at Old Trafford since January 
1988, with midfielder Morgan Schneiderlin adding: 

“We are due to win there and I 
think it will be a great feeling to 
win there.

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Saints are at the 
crossroads for 
Old Trafford clash 
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IT WOULD seem that Sunday’s 
game against Manchester united 
throws up yet another crossroads 
game for the Saints. 

United at Old Trafford have always 
been a challenge, Saints haven’t won 
at Old Trafford since Colin Clarke got 
both goals in a 2-0 win in 1988. 

Since Ferguson’s departure though, 
United’s veneer of invincibility has 
waned somewhat and they’re no 
longer viewed as being almost 
impossible to beat. Saints were 
unlucky to lose at St Marys and a 
win at Old Trafford could quite pos¬ 
sibly be the most important win in 
recent memory. 

Why? Because nothing would say 
Saints are the real deal than a well 
fought, well deserved win at Old 
Trafford. 

The 2-0 win against Arsenal was a 
long overdue win against a top four 
side and despite Arsene Wenger’s 
best protestations, was well 
deserved. 

A win against Manchester United 
would eclipse that by some way and 
would propel the club towards a 
genuine Champions League place. 

With Manchester United in mind 
it would be remiss of me not to 
mock the mighty giants of the 
north in the time leading up 
to Sunday’s match. 

With a distinct chance 
they could end up without 
silverware for a second 
successive season, I won¬ 
der if I’m alone in thinking 
United are becoming the 
new Liverpool in terms of 
reverting to the history books 
whenever you tease them about 
their lack of recent success? 

It gets a bit boring doesn’t it? 
Portsmouth fans have nothing to 
boast about other than winning the 
FA Cup with taxpayers’ money, win¬ 
ning the title back in the days of 
black and white photography and 
holding the FA Cup whilst the rest of 
the world was at war. 

United and Saints could well be on 
different trajectories on a progres¬ 
sion graph, and this Sunday’s game 
could well see the two graphs inter¬ 
sect as Saints progress on and 
United fall off the pace. 

United’s success is, let’s not for¬ 
get, built on debt. That’s just fine 
when you’re winning things and the 
fans are lapping up the product, but 
when times get hard these sorts of 
fans just disappear off the radar. 

United face a very precarious few 
years. Van Gaal is certainly a top 
notch appointment and they’ve 
acquired some formidable talent, but 
they simply cannot afford a pro¬ 
longed barren period. 

If the income dries up, the Glazers 
don’t have the kind of oligarch cash 


flow to buy their way back into con¬ 
tention, and they could find them¬ 
selves in the position of having to 
sell before they can buy. 

The uncertainty surrounding 
Barcelona’s season has, of course, 
thrust Ronald Koeman into the spot¬ 
light as a possible future manager. 

Of course, he would be an ideal 
candidate, as he would be for any of 
the top jobs in Europe. 

When you employ a top manager 
envitably he will attract attention and 
it’s a sign you’re doing things right 
when those envious gazes come 
from one of the biggest clubs in the 
world. 

Fie might find the bright lights of 
Barcelona just slightly more attrac¬ 
tive than those of Shirley, but recent 
history should tell you that the 
Southampton board always has a 
plan b and you can be damn sure if 
the Catalan makes an approach for 
our man, the board has a likely suc¬ 
cessor in mind. 

Much has been made of the possi¬ 
bility of Rickie Lambert (pictured) 
coming back to Saints on loan. I 
can’t see it myself. 

Not that the great man isn’t up 
to the challenge nor that I 
wouldn’t want him, more a 
question of could he take 
that step up? 

It would be a culture 
shock to go from a team 
struggling for a Europa 
League place to one chal¬ 
lenging for a Champions 
League one. 

I for one have no doubt Sir 
Rickie can do and, in all seri¬ 
ousness, would love to see him 
playing for a club who actually value 
him and want him. 

Brendon Rogers has taken a player 
who was on the verge of being an 
starter for England and made him a 
shadow, a bit-part player, and whilst 
I can happily mock him for his sign¬ 
ings, nothing shows Rogers as being 
a second-rate manager more than 
his shambolic treatment of Lambert. 
Fie deserves so much better. 

In closing, win on Sunday and 
Saints will send an absolutely mas¬ 
sive signal out to the rest of the pre¬ 
mier League. 

It will say that despite what the so 
called “experts” tell you, anything is 
possible. At the beginning of the 
season Saints were everyone’s 
favourites, if not for relegation, then 
certainly a season of struggle. 
Against all the odds they not only 
survived but indeed flourished. 

A win on Sunday puts us third and 
that’s the best we can hope for at 
this stage of the campaign., but 
above all it would absolutely deli¬ 
cious to beat United and put another 
hoodoo to bed...

FRASER Forster goes head to 
head again this weekend with 
one of only four goalkeepers in 
world football history to have 
cost more than him. 

Only two keepers have ever been 
signed by English clubs for an 
eight-figure fee - and both will 
be in action at Old Trafford on 
Sunday. 


Saints smashed their trans¬ 
fer record for a shot-stopper 
last summer when they paid 
Celtic £10m for the England 
international. 

Their previous highest fee 
was £2m for Antti Niemi in the 
summer of 2002.Forster will be 
up against a United side con¬ 
taining Spaniard David De 
Gea, who in 2011 cost Sir Alex 
Ferguson a British record 
£17.8m when arriving from 
Atletico Madrid. 

Thanks to Chelsea shipping 
five goals at White Hart Lane ^ ~

best defensive record. 

Forster has conceded just 15 
goals in his 20 appearances, and 
only three times has he conceded 
more than one in a game. 

The first occasion was on his 
debut at Anfield, with the others at 
home to Manchester City (0-3) and 
United (1-2) in December. 

Forster has kept nine clean sheets 
in the league so far, three more 
than De Gea. 

Saints’ defence has also been bet¬ 
ter than the men in front of De Gea 
at preventing the opposition from 
shooting. 

In 20 games, Forster has had to 
make only 40 saves - compared to 
De Gea’s 58. 

De Gea has made 33 of his saves 
from within the 18-yard box, while 
Forster has only had 16 shots to 
save. 

Forster has only made two stops 
from within his own six-yard box, 
while De Gea has made four. 

The Saints ace has also made 
more saves from outside the penal¬ 
ty area than his rival - but only just 
(22 to 21). 

Forster is already well on his way 
to beat Saints’ Premier League 
clean sheet record established only 
last season. 

Artur Boruc (13) and Paolo 
Gazzaniga (2) kept 15 clean sheets 
between them to beat the previous 
2000/01 record of 14. 

Forster’s nine clean sheets is 
already more than Saints kept in 
the whole of four previous Premier 
League campaigns, and equals the 
total of three others. 

De Gea remains the second most 
expensive goalkeeper in world foot¬ 
ball history, behind Gianluigi

Buffon’s 2001 move to Juventus 
from Parma for around £32m. 

The other two keepers to have 
cost more than Forster are Manuel 
Neuer (£15m to Bayern Munich in 
2011) and Angelo Peruzzi (£10.5m to 
Lazio in 2000). 

• SAINTS possess the seventh best 
defensive record across the five 
major European top flights. 

Fraser Forster has only let in 15 
goals in 20 league games, at an 
average of 0.75 per goal. 

He is still some way adrift of get¬ 
ting anywhere near Bayern 
Munich’s remarkable record in this 
season’s German Bundesliga.

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WITH last weekend’s FA cup 
games giving a slight break to 
the league schedule, it is time 
for the New Year to officially 
start and a chance for one last 
look back at 2014. 

So, which teams will be hoping for 
big things in 2015, and who will just 
be hoping for a change in their for¬ 
tunes? 

When looking back over the last 12 
months, there is one team that real¬ 
ly stands out as having had one of 
those years you really hope you can 
forget fast. 

With just five wins in 2014, 
Blackpool fans have had nothing 
much to cheer about. 

They have witnessed more player 
changes than most teams will make 
in a decade and seen three manager¬ 
ial changes, all orchestrated by 
owner Owen Oyston. 

Despite protests to remove Oyston 
from the club, he remains adamant 
that he is working in their best 
interests. 

With him maintaining control, it 
seems little is likely to change in 
2015. 

Two other clubs that will be hop¬ 
ing to wipe the last year from the 
memory are Reading and Wigan 
Athletic. 

When both clubs were relegated in 
2013, there was an expectation that 
both would be able to mount serious 
challenges for promotion. 

In Reading’s case, a poor start to 
2014 saw them slip down the table, 
eventually finishing just outside the 
playoffs on the final day of the sea¬ 
son. 

Fast forward seven months and 
another drop in results has seen the 
year end with a managerial change 
and a fight to finish the season in the 
top half of the table. 

Wigan may well have managed to 
clinch a playoff spot, but since losing 
to QPR in the semi-final they have 
found themselves deep in a relega¬ 
tion battle that has also resulted in a 
change at the top. 

The controversial appointment of 
Malky Mackay is now old news, and 
he will be hoping to prove he was 
the right choice to revive Wigan. 

With both clubs under new man¬ 
agement (and, in the case of 
Reading, also new owners), a change 
in fortunes may now follow. 

After playoff heartbreak last sea¬ 
son, Derby County can feel hard 
done by that they aren’t ending the 
year in the Premier League. 

Despite sticking to the Football 
League’s financial fair play rules, 
they lost out to a heavily-overspend¬ 
ing QPR side in the playoff final last 
May. 

That said, Derby have responded 
strongly, setting the early pace at 
the top of the Championship. 

Even though their form has 
wavered a little in recent weeks, 
they still find themselves just three 
points off top spot with plenty of 
games left to play. 

With their squad depth and 
impressive attacking powers, Derby 
fans could be a little happier by the 
end of the year. 

After promotion 18 months ago, 
2014 was supposed to see 
Bournemouth deep in a relegation

As impressive as they were in the 
first few months of the year, it was 
the second half when they really 
came into their own. 

With good squad depth, and the 
impressive Callum Wilson up front, 
2015 could be even better. 

Who knows, maybe we will be see¬ 
ing Saints v Cherries in the Premier 
League! 

Brentford’s year has also been 
straight from a fairytale, as they 
earned promotion to the 
Championship after narrowly miss¬ 
ing out on automatic promotion 12 
months before. 

But getting promotion isn’t what 
has made 2014 great for the team. 

Much like Bournemouth, 


Brentford were expected to follow 
up their success with a quick relega¬ 
tion back down to League One. 

Instead, they find themselves occu¬ 
pying the final playoff spot after a 
great start to the season. 

While they may not manage to 
hold on to that place come May, it’s 
hard to think that the Brentford fans 
won’t still be smiling come 2016. 

Of course, New Year wouldn’t be 
complete without a resolution or 
two. 

I’m sure Wigan Athletic fans will 
be hoping that owner Dave Whelan 
has resolved to think before he 
speaks. 

The often controversial chairman 
ended the year with an FA fine and 
ban after defending racist comments 
by making some ill-judged ones of 
his own.

CAMERON Jerome scored a sensa¬ 
tional late winner as the presence of 
new manager Alex Neil helped 
inspire 10-man Norwich to a surprise 
2-1 victory at Championship leaders 
Bournemouth. 

Jerome’s long-range curler 10 min¬ 
utes from time capped a brilliant 
Canaries fight-back after Gary 
Hooper had cancelled out Matt 
Ritchie’s early opener. 

New boss Neil (below) watched 
most of the match from the stands 
but came down to join caretaker 
Mike Phelan on the touchline after 
Jonny Howson had been sent off. 
Phelan picked the Norwich line-up 
for the final time following Neil’s 
arrival from Hamilton and his side 
made a bright start to the game. 
Bradley Johnson could have opened 
the scoring after only four minutes 
when he headed over from Hooper’s 
flick. 

Midfielder Alex Tettey also had a 
long-range shot deflected wide as 
Bournemouth were put under pres¬ 
sure in the early exchanges. 

The Cherries are not the nation’s 
leading scorers for nothing, though, 
and showed their ruthless streak by 
putting away their first meaningful 
chance in the 18th minute. 

Marc Pugh teased Steven Whittaker 
down the left wing and his cross 
was emphatically thumped home by 
Ritchie from the corner of the penal¬ 
ty area.

Norwich levelled in controversial 
fashion nine minutes before the 
break with a goal which left the 
Bournemouth players incensed. 
Jerome’s header from a Nathan 
Redmond corner hit Michael Turner 
and deflected kindly for Hooper to 
rifle into the roof of the net. 
Bournemouth surrounded referee 
Chris Foy claiming Turner had han¬ 
dled the ball, although TV replays 
proved inconclusive. 

The second half was a scrappy affair 
as Bournemouth struggled to get 
their usual passing rhythm going and 
Norwich dug in doggedly. 

The visitors were forced to play out 
the final 27 minutes a man light after 
Howson was shown a straight red 
card for a two-footed lunge on 
Bournemouth substitute Yann 
Kermorgant. 

The dismissal prompted new Carrow 
Road chief Neil to scurry down to 
pitch-side and his instructions clear¬ 
ly had the desired effect. 

Ritchie twice fired wide before 
Jerome put Norwich in front, the for¬ 
mer Stoke man curling an unstop¬ 
pable right foot shot past a sprawl¬ 
ing Boruc from 20 yards. 

The defeat ends Bournemouth’s 14- 
match unbeaten run but Eddie 
Howe’s side stay top thanks to 
Derby’s 1-0 win at Ipswich earlier in 
the day.

Chelsea go 
back to top 
as City draw 

CHELSEA again have outright pos¬ 
session of top spot in the Barclays 
Premier League following a 2-0 vic¬ 
tory over Newcastle at Stamford 
Bridge. 

Jose Mourinho’s side started the 
day ahead of Manchester City sim¬ 
ply via alphabetical order. 

But whilst Chelsea maintained their 
100 per cent league record on home 
soil with a 10th successive victory, 
City could only manage a 1-1 draw 
at Everton. 

For Chelsea, Oscar made the all- 
important breakthrough three min¬ 
utes before half-time with a right- 
foot drive from 10 yards before 
Diego Costa netted his 15th goal of 
the season in the 57th minute to seal 
the win. 

At Goodison Park, Manuel 
Pellegrini’s side had to settle for a 
point, with Fernandinho’s 74th- 
minute opener cancelled out within 
four minutes by Steven Naismith. 

At the bottom of the table, Leicester 
are just two points adrift of safety as 
they beat Aston Villa 1-0 at the King 
Power Stadium, and have now taken 
seven points from their last three 
matches. 

Paul Konchesky, sent off in the 2-1 
defeat at Villa in early December 
after a clash with Alan Hutton - a 
decision later overturned on appeal 
- netted the only goal in first-half 
injury time. 

In another vital relegation battle at 
Turf Moor, it was hosts Burnley who 
clinched the three points to lift them¬ 
selves out of the bottom three and 
drop QPR back into the danger 
zone, with Harry Redknapp’s side 
setting a new Premier League record 
of 10 successive away defeats. 

Scott Arfield scored his first goal 
since the opening-day with a strike 
in the 12th minute, only for Charlie 
Austin to equalise from the spot just 
after the half hour. 

But Austin’s joy was shortlived as 
Danny Ings scored what proved to 
be the winner four minutes later. 

In his first league match in charge of 
West Brom, head coach Tony Pulis 
conjured up a 1-0 victory over Hull 
at The Hawthorns thanks to Saido 
Berahino. 

Berahino, who failed to celebrate 
any of his four goals in Albion’s 7-0 
FA Cup romp over Gateshead last 
weekend, certainly did so on this 
occasion when he fired home the 
only goal from 12 yards in the 78th 
minute. 

West Ham found themselves man¬ 
agerless for the day with Sam 
Allardyce absent with a chest infec¬ 
tion, and had to settle for a 1-1 draw 
with Swansea. 

The Hammers opened the scoring in 
the 43rd minute when Andy Carroll 
floated home a superb strike. 

But Swansea, without Wilfried Bony 
in their line-up with their top scorer 
away on international duty in the 
African Nations Cup, grabbed a 
deserved point when pressure saw 
Mark Noble net an own goal 16 min¬ 
utes from time. 

In the early kick-off at the Stadium 
of Light, Lazar Markovic’s ninth - 
minute opener was just enough to 
beat 10-man Sunderland, who had 
Liam Bridcutt sent off early in the 
second half.

A MEMORABLE WIN... 


SAINTS’ last league win at 
Old Trafford is so long ago 
that no-one remembers it! 

Colin Clarke scored both goals in a 
2-0 win on January 16, 1988, writes 
SIMON WALTER. 

But even he has no recollection of 
the game, which was only Saints’ 
third post-war league win at 
Manchester United and their first 
since August 1969. 

“I don’t remember either goal,” 
admits the former Northern Ireland 
international. “I couldn’t tell you 
anything about them.” 

Fortunately the Saints’ record 
book In That Number can help. 

It reveals that Clarke gave Saints a 
seventh-minute lead when he stole 
in to beat goalkeeper Chris Turner 
from Jimmy Case’s free-kick. 

He sealed the win after 74 minutes, 
hooking the ball over Turner after 
his initial shot had been blocked. 

“It was a great result, obviously, 
and a great place to go and play,” 
said Clarke, who now manages the 
Carolina RailHawks in the North 
American Soccer League. 

“Any time you can get a result up 
there, you have done pretty well, as 
you can tell given that 27 years have 
now gone by. 

“Let’s just hope you’re not wanti¬ 
ng to speak to me again in another 
27 years!” 

While the distinction of being the 
last Saint to score a winner in a 
league match at Old Trafford is a 
fine one to possess, Clarke would at 
some stage soon like to pass the 
baton on. 

“I would love to see them win 
there again,” he said. 

“They’re one of the clubs I’m very 
fond of. I had a great time there.” 

This is Graham Baker’s more 
immediate reaction to the win: “We 
knew after the first ten minutes that 
United were there for the taking. 

Listless 

“They looked listless and we found 
that the longer we kept them out the 
more the crowd got on their backs.” 

But no-one contacted by the Sports 
Pink this week can recall Saints’ last 
win at the Theatre of Dreams. 

Chris Nicholl was midway 
through his six-year spell as Saints 
manager when he oversaw it. 

But even he has no recollection of 
what turned out to be league run¬ 
ners-up United’s only home defeat 
that term. 

“That team was definitely mine 
but I can’t remember the game at 
all, which is very strange,” said a 
baffled Nicholl, who now lives in the 
Midlands working in the hospitatli- 
ty suites at Aston Villa, another of 
his former clubs.. 

“It’s nice to be remembered but I 
can’t for the life of me recall that 
match! 

“The club is very different to the 
Southampton I know, everything’s 
changed, but I’ve been delighted to 
see them do so well this year and 
hopefully that can stay the course.” 

Matt Le Tissier started the game

before being replaced by Glenn 
Cockerill. 

He was 22 at the time but his mem¬ 
ory of the win is also sketchy. “I do 
remember Colin Clarke getting both 
goals but I couldn’t describe them 
and can’t remember playing in the 


game at all, I recall watching most of 
it from the bench,” he said. 

“The games I remember best are 
the ones when I score... when I don’t 
there’s not as much to go on.” 

Le Tissier went on to score many 
goals at Old Trafford including an 


angled finish from Danny Wallace’s 
pass in a 2-2 draw the following 
November, a smart finish after seiz¬ 
ing on Bryan Robson’s attempted 
headed back pass in a 2-1 defeat in 
November 1989 and a header past 
Peter Schmeichel in another 2-1 loss 
16 years ago. 

But his most memorable Old 
Trafford strike is the first of the two 
he scored in a 3-3 draw in September 
1999 - a scuffed 25-yarder through 
the legs of Massimo Taibi (he side¬ 
footed in a second equaliser to 
clinch Saints’ last point at United 
before the 1-1 draw of last October). 

Le Tissier sees no reason why 
Saints cannot go one better tomor¬ 
row. 

“The Sheffield United defeat was a 
huge blow, but it gives us a better 
chance of picking up some good 
results elsewhere, without having to 
play a two legged semi-final this 
month, and we’ve done brilliantly of 
late,” he said. 

“It’s been an incredible first half of 
the year. 

“More pressure will be on the 
squad during the second half but if 
we can keep everyone fit we will at

least emulate last season, which 
would be an incredible achievement 
after losing so many players in the 
summer. 

“And a top four place is still a pos¬ 
sibility - we’re over halfway 
through the season so it’s not like 
it’s a flash in the pan. 

“We’re up there on merit.” 

Glenn Cockerill replaced Le 
Tissier during Saints’ last win at 
Old Trafford, but he also draws a 
blank when asked to recall it. 

“I can’t remember anything about 
the game!” he laughs. “I thought I 
started every game that season but 
obviously not. 

“But what I can remember is beat¬ 
ing them on penalties at Old 
Trafford in the FA Cup a few years 
later.” 

Saints won 4-2 on spot kicks in a 
fourth-round replay in February 
1992, the season United were pipped 
to their first title since 1968 by Leeds 
United. 

After a goalless draw at The Dell, 
Saints were 2-0 up midway through 
the first half. 

They took an eighth-minute lead 


through Stuart Gray’s only Saints 
goal before Alan Shearer headed in 
a Le Tissier free-kick. 

Goals from Andrei Kanchelskis 
and Brian McClair ensured a penal¬ 
ty shoot out, but Saints did not even 
need Le Tissier as Tim Flowers 
made the winning save from a 
teenage Ryan Giggs. 

Cue the celebrations, which saw 
Cockerill chasing Flowers while 
holding a cup of tea! 

“The journey back was a good 
one!” he said. “United were just on 
the way back under Fergie, he was 
getting them going again, so that 
was a great result. 

Under pressure 

“We were under pressure because 
Ian Branfoot didn’t have the back¬ 
ing of the supporters so it was a fan¬ 
tastic result and thoroughly 
deserved.” 

Cockerill lives in Oxted, Surrey, 
so has been able to get to several 
home games this season. 

“We’re made to feel very welcome 
these days,” he said. “I like the man¬ 


agement, they’re very calm and 
Ronald Koeman could end up being 
one of the best managers we’ve ever 
had. 

“I’ve met him through Sammy 
Lee, who I’ve stayed in touch with 
since he was loaned to Saints as a 
player about 25 years ago. 

“It’s good to see him back down 
there and I think the manager’s 
been very shrewd. Expectations 
weren’t very high after losing all 
our top players and he’s replaced 
them brilliantly. 

“Now I think we’ll finish in the top 
six and we’ve got half a chance of 
making the top four, if they all stay 
fit, which would be brilliant. 

“There are no real stars, which is 
unusual for a Southampton team. 
It’s been a real team effort and I 
include the management in that. 

“You can see the enjoyment in the 
players, they have a great spirit.”

ONE of fhe stars of Saints’ most 
famous Old Itafford wins is 
hoping a similar, attacking 
mentality is adopted against 
Manchester United tomorrow. 

The late, great Ron Davies is still 
revered for his performance on 
August 16th, 1969, when he scored 
all the goals in a 4-1 win against 
Best, Charlton, Law & Co. 

Homegrown winger John 
Sydenham put in a career-defining 
performance of his own, setting up 
Davies’ first three goals - a hat- 
trick of headers. 

His memory of the game remains 
vivid, writes SIMON WALTER. 

“The night before, a few of us were 
creeping back to our rooms when 
we overheard Ted Bates and his 
assistant John Mortimer discussing 
our approach to the game,” recalls 
Sydenham, who will be up at 3am at 
his Melbourne home to watch 
tomorrow’s action. 

“They said we would attack 
United and hope it comes off, as it 
did.” 

Sydenham wants Ronald Koeman 
to be just as positive when he makes 
his managerial debut at the Theatre 
of Dreams. 

“It was always pretty scary to talk 
about playing against the likes of 
Best, Law and Charlton, we would 
sink further into our chairs at the 
prospect of defending against them. 

“There were so many star players 
to think about, but we knew they 
had weaknesses if we got at them. 

pgstrm 

“Football’s changed, but it’s not 
that different these days, the same 
things apply. So I hope we’re posi¬ 
tive and have a go at them, I’d 
rather we are positive. 

“If we have a go at them, we’ll give 
ourselves the best possible chance.” 

Sydenham does not need remind¬ 
ing of the goalscoring sequence in 
1969. 

Willie Morgan gave United an 
eighth-minute lead, following Brian 
Kidd’s flick-on, but Sydenham’s 
blistering pace helped give Davies 
the opportunities to put Saints 2-1 
up by the 16th minute. 

The great Welshman headed his 
hat-trick goal on the hour before 
firing in the fourth late on. 

“You don’t forget matches like 
that,” smiles Sydenham, who has a 
DVD of the Match of the Day high¬ 
lights, some of which can be found 
on You Tube. 

“I’ve watched it back a couple of 
times since. It was one of those 
games where everything went 
right. 

“We’d had a bad start to the sea¬ 
son, losing the first two games to 
West Brom and then at Wolves a 
few days earlier. 

“I didn’t play in either but was 
recalled as one of two wingers 
against United and it worked very 
well. 


“It was one of my best games for 
the club and it came in my last sea¬ 
son, towards the end of which I 
joined Aldershot. 

“I loved playing with Ron, having 
a striker like that was a bit special. 

“The crosses came from quite a 
distance but Ron got on the end of 
them one way or the other. He had 
that ability to make bad crosses 


look like good ones. 

“We tried to get the ball to him as 
quickly as we could. There was 
some doubt as to whether the sec¬ 
ond goal was actually an own goal 
by Francis Burns but it was rightly 
given to Ron.

Here, the Sports Pink looks at other 
memorable sporting changes of heart. 

ALASTAIR COOK: Last month Cook 
was replaced as England's one-day 
international cricket captain by Eoin 
Morgan and left out of the World Cup 
squad, just days after the England and 
Wales Cricket Board suggested he 
would be leading the side at next year's 
tournament. 

LANCE ARMSTRONG: The American 
retired from professional cycling in 2005 
after winning his seventh Tour de 
France. Three years later he confirmed 
his return to the sport, going on to finish 
third in the 2009 Tour. Fie decided he 
really had had enough after the 2010 
Tour, in which he went on to finish 23rd 
- though he was later stripped of all his 
tour wins in any case after finally admit¬ 
ting using performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

IJAZ BUTT: The Pakistan Cricket Board 
chairman Ijaz claimed England players 
deliberately lost the third one-day inter¬ 
national against Pakistan in return for 
money in September, 2010, before 
withdrawing the claims later that month. 

BRETT FAVRE: The Green Bay 
Packers quarterback retired in March 
2008, only to indicate his intention to 
return four months later, asking the 
Packers for his release. The club 
refused and traded him to the New York 
Jets a little under a month later. The fol¬ 
lowing February Favre retired for a sec¬ 
ond time, but announced another return 
the following season with the Minnesota 
Vikings. 

JUSTINE HENIN: The Belgian former 
world number one had racked up 
seven Grand Slam titles, including four 
French Opens, when she announced 
her immediate 
retirement from 
tennis in 2008, 
aged just 25. 

She reversed 
her decision 
the following 
year, confirm¬ 
ing her inten¬ 
tion to return in 
2010. She was 
handed a wildcard 
to the 2010 Australian 
Open and went all the way to the final 
where she lost to Serena Williams. 
Flenin (pictured) retired for a second 
time in January 2011 due to an exac¬ 
erbation of the elbow injury she sus¬ 
tained the previous year at 
Wimbledon. 

STEVE COPPELL: The former Crystal 
Palace manager left Selhurst Park in 
October 1996 to take over at 
Manchester City. He lasted 33 days and 
six games before he quit. The 55-year- 
old repeated the trick in 2010, parting 
company with Bristol City and retiring 
from football management after just 112 
days in charge at Ashton Gate. 

MICHAEL JORDAN: The NBA legend 
announced his retirement from basket¬ 
ball in 1993, following the murder of his 
father earlier in the year, and signed a 
minor league baseball contract with the 
Chicago White Sox. In 1995, he 
announced his return to the NBA in a 
two-word statement: "I'm back". He 
retired for a second time in 1999 only to 
return again with the Washington 
Wizards in 2001, before finally calling it 
a day in 2003.

“It was a total shock. I never 
realised there was a problem, but I 
was very lucky. 

“I had a stent put in and still have 
a couple of blockages but hopefully 
medication will look after those.” 

Sydenham was eight when his dad 
took him to The Dell for the first 
time. He has watched every game 
this season from his living room. 

“It was devastating when the ex- 
Saints were banned from the 
ground but I’m thrilled that’s no 
longer the case and am looking for¬ 
ward to coming over again in 
September,” he said. 

“They’ve been very 
impressive. Like 
everyone else I was 
disappointed 
when Shaw and 
Lallana left but 
there’s been a 
lot to enjoy this 
season. 

“I didn’t rate 
Wanyama at 
first but he’s 
come good and 
Pelle will always 
score goals with 
the right support. 

“I like the way the 
full-backs get forward, 
the way we play gives 
us plenty of options.” 

Saints have only won 
three post-war league 
games at Old Trafford - and 
the first came only ten 
months before the 4-1 victo¬ 
ry. 

Sadly there are only 
three survivors - Gerry 
Gurr, Terry Paine and 
Jimmy Gabriel - of the 
six who played in both 
back-to-back victories, 
following the passing of 
John McGrath, Ken Jones 
and Ron Davies. 

Gurr was the goalkeeper who 
played in the only Saints team 
win successive matches at Old 
Trafford. 

“I can never remember which 
comes first,” he laughs from his 
home in Stow-in-the-Wold. 

It was in October 1968 that Saints 
beat the European champions on 
their own ground, courtesy of goals 
by Frank Saul and Davies, either 
side of a George Best equaliser. 

Saul hammered in a loose ball n 
the 18th minute after Davies had 
been fouled (the referee played 
advantage). 

Just after half-time, Davies out- 
sprinted centre-half Bill Foulkes 
before shooting past Alec Stepney. 

“It was phenomenal to beat them 
twice!” says Gurr, now 67 and still a 
professional musician. 

“1968 was obviously a big season 
for them so they were nice games to

win and they gave us a big lift. 

“To go to Old Trafford and win 
two years running hasn’t been done 
very often, before or since. 

“The 4-1 win was a John 
Sydenham showcase. He absolutely

“Those seasons were very good 
times.

either game.” 

The Sports Echo reported that 
Davies’ third goal in the 1969 
encounter “all started with a Gurr 
punt upfield which was nodded 
sideways by Saul.” 

It continued: “Fisher picked up 
the ball, ignored Paine’s call for it 
on the right and switched play with 
a fine crossfield pass of pinpoint 
accuracy to Sydenham on the left. 
Sydenham sped past Brennan, 
turned, turned back and beat him 
again and from his right-foot cross, 
Davies headed in.” 

Gurr also kept out a 20-yarder 
from Paddy Crerand and an effort 
from Brian Kidd, but Saints were 
otherwise dominant. 

Like Sydenham, Gurr also recalls 
Best’s post-match antics. 

“When we got on the train we saw 
Georgy Best in the restaurant car¬ 
riage with a big ice bucket full of 
champagne with a girl on his arm, 
heading to London for a night out. I 
think that was one of the occasions 
when he disappeared for a few 
days!” 

Paine’s main Old Trafford memo¬ 
ries are also from the second win 
but he also remembers a third. 

“We’d beaten the Busby Babes 
youth team there many years earli¬ 
er, 3-2 in the second leg of a semi¬ 
final we lost on aggregate,” he 
recalls. “Sir Matt Busby came in to 
our dressing room to congratulate 
us afterwards, which was extreme¬ 
ly nice. So I had three good victories 
there! 

“To beat that United team there 
two season running was an out¬ 
standing effort. 

“I still rate it as a better United 
team than any of Fergie’s sides. 

“I once asked Bobby Chalrton 
what he thought was the best-ever 
United team and he said the mod¬ 
ern teams. 

“But I disagree, the Sixties team 
had three world-class forwards in 
Charlton, Best and Law - a formida¬ 
ble side and the best United team 
I’ve seen. 

“The 1969 win was probably the 
best away win in the league that I 
was involved in. 

“We were absolutely devastating 
and Ron Davies was the man to fin¬ 
ish it all off. 

“He was a great centre-forward to 
play off, there was no one better 
than him in the air. 

“He was magnificent in the air, as 
a header and timer of the ball.” 

Paine believes that Saints have 
what it takes to become the club’s 
first team since the Sixties to take 
at least a point from successive vis¬ 
its to Old Trafford, following last 
year’s 1-1 draw. 

“We can go there with 

all the confidence in the world, I 
honestly think we can beat any¬ 
body on our day,” he added.

Saints aim to 
finish above 
Arsenalfor 
fourth time 

IT’S only happened three times 
in football history. 

Saints finishing above Arsenal in 
a top flight table. 

It first happened in 1983/84, the 
season finished second in the old 
First Division - their highest ever 
league finish. 

It happened again the following 
year, 1984/85, and the last time it 
happened - and the only time in the 
Premier League era - in 1994/95. 

Now the question is being serious¬ 
ly asked: Can Saints make it five 
times this season? 

Saints boss Ronald Koeman 
believes his club can finish above 
the Gunners, who have claimed a 
top four finish in each of Arsene 
Wenger’s 18 seasons in north 
London. 

And Koeman said that BEFORE 
Saints’ 2-0 New Year’s Day victory 
over the Gunners, only the second 
league loss Wenger had suffered to 
Saints in his 18 years at Arsenal. 

Saints will not only have to 
rewrite history regarding the 
Gunners if they are to claim a sen¬ 
sational Champions League finish. 

Saints have never finished higher 
than Liverpool in a league season. 

But this campaign surely presents 
their best chance of ending that 
run. 

And against a Liverpool squad 
including Adam Lallana, Rickie 
Lambert and Dejan Lovren. 

Who would ever have contemplat¬ 
ed Koeman’s rebuilt squad finish-

ing above the Reds, just 12 months 
after Brendan Rodgers’ side went so 
close to winning the title? 

Saints will now climb above 
Manchester United into third place 
if they can win at Old Trafford this 
coming Sunday. 

Easier said than done, of course, 
given United recently won at St 
Mary’s - albeit luckily - and that 
Saints have not won at Old Trafford 
since 1988. 

Saints have never finished above 
Manchester United since the 
Premier League came into being. 


Prior to that, they finished above 
the Red Devils in 1989/90 - seventh 
to United’s 13th, the latter’s lowest 
ever league finish under Sir Alex 
Ferguson. 

They also finished above United in 
1983/84 and 1980/81. 

Before that, Saints also finished 
higher four times in six seasons - in 
1968/69, 1970/71, 1972/73 and 

1973/74. 

On that last occasion, both clubs 
ended the season relegated from the 
old First Division. 

To finish fourth, Saints will 


almost certainly need to finish 
above Mauricio Pochettino’s 
Tottenham. 

That is also something the club 
haven’t done too often in their top 
flight history. 

In facty, only eight times have 
Saints finished higher than Spurs 
in 37 attempts. 

Four of those have been during 
the Premier League era - 2009/04, 
2002/03, 2000/01 and 1997/98. 

Prior to that, Saints finished 
above Spurs in 1987/88, 1983/84, 
1980/81 and 1979/80. 





Saints aiming for a top four shock 



SAINTS are aiming to cause one of 
the greatest shocks in English foot¬ 
ball history by finishing in a 
Champions League place. 

In 37 previous seasons of top flight 
football, the club have only finished 
in the top four once - when they 
came runners-up to Liverpool in 
1984. 

Saints, who will climb into third 
place if they win at Old Trafford this 
Sunday, are aiming to be only the 
14th club to finish in the top four 
since the Premier League was 
formed 23 years ago. 

Since the turn of the millennium, 
only nine clubs have claimed a top 
four finish. 

And, since the start of the 2005/06 
term, the Champions League slots 
have been the preserve of just six 
clubs - the two Manchester teams, 
Arsenal, Tottenham, Chelsea and 
Liverpool. 

Outside of that six, the last team to 
finish in the top four was Everton in 
2004/05. 

Prior to that, the last of 
Newcastle’s five top four finishes 
came in 2002/03 and the last of 


Leeds’ three top four finishes was in 
2001. 

Only three clubs have ever fin¬ 
ished in the top four once - Everton, 
Nottingham Forest and Norwich. 

Forest were third in 1994/95, in 
their first season back in the top 
flight after promotion from the 
Championship. 

Norwich were third in the Premier 
League’s first season, 1992/93 - the 
Canaries having been top of the table 
with only six games left. 

Ronald Koeman’s Saints have 


changed the recent course of history 
by starting a new year in a 
Champions League place. 

Traditionally, the top four has 
been the preserve of the ‘big clubs’ 
even by January 1. 

Prior to Saints this season, the last 
time a non ‘big club’ held down a top 
four slot on New Year’s Day was in 
2006/07. 

Back then, Bolton Wanderers were 
fourth - two places ahead of 
Portsmouth. 

Wanderers eventually finished

seventh, with Harry Redknapp’s 
Pompey still two places further 
behind. 

On New Year’s Day 2004, Charlton 
Athletic were fourth, the Addicks 
ending seventh. 

The most ‘unusual’ January 1 
Premier League table could be found 
in 2001, when the new year dawned 
with Sunderland third and Ipswich 
Town fourth. 

George Burley’s Ipswich went on 
to finish fifth, winning a UEFA Cup 


slot in their first season after promo¬ 
tion via the Championship play-offs. 

Unsurprisingly, no newly promot¬ 
ed club has ever finished as high in a 
Premier League season - and it is 
doubtful one ever will. 

Peter Reid’s Sunderland finished 
seventh in 2000/01. 

There was to be no long-lasting 
success story for either club, though. 

Ipswich were relegated the very 
next season, 2001/02, while 
Sunderland went down with a then 
Premier League points low 12 
months after that. 

The very first Premier League new 
year table-toppers in 1993 were 
Norwich, who as previously men¬ 
tioned ended up third. 

The huge sums of money that can 
now be found swilling around the 
Premier League were certainly 
absent back then. 

Manchester United, the Premier 
League’s first winners, received a 
merit payment of just over £815,000 
for coming top. Compare that to last 
season, when the bottom club - 
Cardiff City - banked a £1.2m 
cheque for coming 20th out of 20.

IT WAS the 1950s when Saints 
and Ipswich Town first met in a 
competitive match and 60 
years later they are about to do 
battle once more - for fhe sec¬ 
ond time in two weeks. 

Since that day, on April 17 1954, 
the two clubs have clashed 67 times 
in league and cup action. 

The Portman Road side, current¬ 
ly flying high in the Championship, 
boast the most wins (25 to Saints’ 
22 ). 

Saints, however, have never lost 
to the Tractor Boys in the FA Cup, 
the competition they meet in a third 
round replay in Suffolk next 
Wednesday after the 1-1 draw at St 
Mary’s. 

Here, the Sports Pink has charted 
each of the Portman Road encoun¬ 
ters, from the downright dreary to 
the epic thrillers. 

April 17, 1954 
Division 3, South 
Ipswich 2 Saints 1 

In the first meeting between the 
teams, Ipswich took a 2-0 lead 
before Eric Day, who scored 26 
goals for Saints that term, struck a 
78th minute goal consolation. 

The hosts went on to be crowned 
Division 3 South champions. 

24 August, 1955

After one season in Division 2 , 
Ipswich were relegated back to the 
third tier. 

That meant Saints could try and 
atone for their defeat two seasons 
earlier.

LIVERPOOL manager Brendan 
Rodgers believes the club’s 
arrivals from last summer are 
starting to prove their worth 
after the Reds claimed a 1-0 
win at Sunderland today. 
Rodgers came under pressure 
earlier in the season due to a 
run of poor results and a host 
of summer signings - includ¬ 
ing three from Saints - failing 
to make an impression. 

Yet their hopes of a Barclays 
Premier League top-four finish 
have been given a boost by a 
run that has seen them lose 
just once in 12 games.

Non-league Football 



ANYBODY who has 
watched James Constable 
play football would agree on 
one thing: that there is no 
harder working player in the 
game. 

Even in the immediate wake of 
the centre-forward’s hat-trick 
heroics at Braintree late last 
month, Eastleigh manager 
Richard Hill spoke with as much 
enthusiasm for his forward’s 
“incredible” work-rate as he did 
about his leading scorer’s strik¬ 
ing deeds, writes PAUL \ 
McNAMARA. 

A relative late-comer to profes¬ 
sional football, Constable’s work I 
ethic is born from his days trying 
to forge a path in the game with 
Southern Premier League outfit | 
Chippenham Town. 

As recently as 2005, the now 30- I 
year-old’s time on the pitch was | 
split with a host of other respon¬ 
sibilities. 

“I was working in a women’s 
underwear factory at the time,” 
he recalled. 

“I was starting at 6am and fin¬ 
ishing at 2 in the afternoon, then 
going coaching between three 
and five (at Cirencester Town, 
where Constable progressed 
through the academy, before 
switching to Chippenham in 
2003). 

“After that it was home to get 
some tea and then back out for 
training at 7pm.” 

Constable’s break came in 
November 2005, when Paul 
Merson, the ex-Arsenal and 
England attacker, who Constable 
“grew up watching and looking 
up to”, took him to League One 
Walsall. 

Merson, however, was endur¬ 
ing a tough time as boss of the 
relegation threatened Saddlers - 
and the Wiltshire-born player 
knew that he would have to wait 
for his chance. 

Notwithstanding his accep¬ 
tance of the situation, 
Constable’s ensuing testing spell 
in the West Midlands gave rise to 
the sort of doubts that will be 
familiar to many a player today, 
especially those shouldering the 
biggest burden of all - scoring 
their team’s goals. 

“It was a massive step up. 
Moving away from home as well 
(was a big change).

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into non-league football 
eight years ago was one that the 
striker would twice repeat in his 
career. 

If his most recent move - swap¬ 
ping his talismanic status at 
League Two Oxford United for life 
with fiercely ambitious Eastleigh 
in May last year - was under¬ 
standably “difficult”, Constable 
harboured no misgivings when 
decamping to ‘Kiddy’. 

“That was the turning point for 
me. My career had gone a bit stale 
at Walsall. I’d not really played, 
and you do question yourself then. 

“You wonder ‘Is it too big a step 
up, are you capable of doing it?’ 

“It was a big chance for me to go 
there (Kidderminster) and prove 
that I was still able to do it.” 

It was during his 14-month stay 
with the Worcestershire club that 
Constable wrote his name into the 
record books - not that he looks 
back on that particular occasion 


with unadulterated joy. 

Playing in the final of the 2007 FA 
Trophy - the day before AFC 
Totton’s FA Vase final loss to 
Truro City - Constable struck the 
first competitive goal at the new 
Wembley Stadium - then added 
the next one for good measure. 

The day ended on a sour note, 
however, when Welsh internation¬ 
al Steve Morison scored a late goal 
to complete a turnaround victory 
for Stevenage Borough. 

“It was nice to score two goals, 
but the feeling at the end was 
something we didn’t enjoy, losing 
3-2 in the last minute,” he recalled. 

“It was a great experience to go 
there and play in a game like that. 

“It’s something that when my 
daughter grows up I can show her. 
I’ve still got the shirt but, still to 
this day, I haven’t watched the 
DVD. 

“I’ve seen bits and bobs, but to 
watch the whole game would be a 


bit too difficult. After the way we 
played in the first half, to then 
watch the second half...” 

Goals, of course, are the curren¬ 
cy by which any striker lives or 
dies. 

Constable confesses that hitting 
the back of the net will always be 
his personal priority. 

“I’m one of those players who 
need to be scoring goals. 

“You have a lot of forwards who 
contribute a lot with their set-ups 
and are quite happy scoring five or 
six (a season). I want to score as 
many goals as I can. 

“As a forward, it’s important that 
you’re scoring goals and taking 
pressure off the rest of your team. 

“If you can get yourself in the 
right areas and get yourself some 
goals, it makes it a lot easier for 
everybody else.” 

That single-minded attitude and 
a healthy strike return for 
Kidderminster soon saw 




Constable win his way back into 
the Football League. 

This was a man determined to 
make his mark in the game and, as 
remains true today, his working 
background was a real source of 
motivation. 

“A lot of players I speak to, you 
hear about them growing up and 
the clubs they’ve been at. 

“In a way I feel that I missed 
that, having that history behind 
me, coming through as a youth 
trainee and going on to be a pro. 

“I think, having worked - and 
especially when I signed for 
Walsall - I was thinking ‘I might 
have to go back to working, here.’ 

“It wasn’t working out for me. 

“Having gone to Kidderminster, 

I thought ‘I’m not going back 
there. I don’t want to go back to 
getting up at quarter to five in the 
morning to start work.’ 

“I think it (that background) 
does give you the hunger. 

“My family are a big part of that. 
My parents worked so hard to give 
me an opportunity to do it. You 
don’t want to let them down and 
go back to doing a normal job. 

“This is what I’ve always wanted 
to do. Playing football is what you 
dream of doing.

Constable’s next destination was

All the while, though, Constable j 
' remained steadfastly faithful to 
the work ethic that had already 
served him so well. 

“Gary Peters was the manager 
who signed me (for Shrewsbury in 
January 2008) and within two 
months, again, he was sacked. 

“Paul Simpson came in and told 
me to get fit over the summer. I 
probably worked as hard as I have 
in my whole career. 

“I came back and was desperate 
to ensure that what happened at 
Walsall didn’t happen again - not 
to waste my chance to play in the 
league. 

“I got myself as fit as I could, 
turned up on the first day of pre¬ 
season and Grant Holt (signed in 
the summer of 2008 on a 
Shrewsbury club record deal from 
Nottingham Forest) and Richard 
Walker (the former Aston Villa 
striker, on loan from Bristol 
Rovers) were there.

SECOND XI: CRICKET IN ITS 
OUTPOSTS 

By Tim Wigmore & others 
Sports book of the month price:

Several years ago, Steve Menary 
wrote the excellent Outcasts, a 
book which from its earliest 
chapters had the reader thinking 
about football's international 
anomalies. 

Why, you wondered, can't the 
Channel Isles or Gibraltar, 
Greenland or Monaco have their 
own national side? Menary sup¬ 
plied the answer after “wading 
through the minefield of FIFA 
statutes and UEFA avoidance 
tactics” which led him to con¬ 
clude that 
football’s 
identity had 
become con¬ 
sumed by pol¬ 
itics, money 
and con¬ 
sumerism. 

Football, it 
seemed, was 
not as inclu¬ 
sive as its 
administra¬ 
tors would 
have us believe. 

After reading Second XI, howev¬ 
er, it would appear that cricket 
is the exact opposite. For many 
years, the game’s administrators 
have actively sought ways of 
ensuring that cricket became 
established in what could polite¬ 
ly be called sporting outposts. 
That it is now officially the 
world’s second most popular 
sport suggests they succeeded 
beyond their wildest dreams. 

As with Outcasts, the authors of 
Second XI focus on players keen 
to represent their country, 
regardless of its cricketing his¬ 
tory. It almost goes without say¬ 
ing that driven by such desire, 
would-be international cricketers 
are prepared to sacrifice pre¬ 
cious family time, holidays and 
their own money in their pursuit 
of their sporting nirvana. 

The story of how the captain of 
Afghanistan, a man raised in a 
refugee camp, will play in this 
year’s World Cup is inspirational. 
Then there’s the tale of how a 
group of committed Irishmen 
retain their dream of one day 
achieving Test status and ending 
the drain of indigenous players 
to England. From the UAE to 
Kenya, Holland to the USA, 
cricket is alive and well; indeed, 
there’s even talk of China one 
day fielding a team. 

English cricket has suffered as a 
result of being absent from ter¬ 
restrial television. Reading this 
book will, however, rekindle a 
love for what many are missing.

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Quigley 
‘good fit’ 
for Poole 

MANAGER Tom Killick hopes 
the addition of teenage AFC 
Bournemouth striker Joe 
Quigley will prove to be “a 
good fit” for Poole Town. 
Quigley, a second-year scholar 
at Dean Court, this week 
joined the Evo-Stik Southern 
Premier promotion chasers on 
an initial month-long youth 
loan. 

He has netted nine times for 
the Cherries this season, his 
sharp-shooting exploits help¬ 
ing them go top of the south 
west section of the Football 
League Youth Alliance. 

The 18-year-old (pictured) is 
the latest graduate of the 
Priestlands production line, 
the Lymington-based school 
whose old boys include Paul 
Rideout, Russell Perrett, Sam 
Vokes and 
Josh 

McQuoid. 

“It is no 
secret we 
have been 
looking to 
strengthen 
our striking 
options for 
some time,” 
said Killick. 

“In normal circumstances per¬ 
haps I wouldn’t have been 
looking to take someone as 
inexperienced and young, but 
Joe is a powerful lad. There is 
no doubting his ability and he 
is physically strong. 

“He is very proficient techni¬ 
cally and I am excited to have 
him and think he can do well 
for us. 

“I think he will be a good fit 
and it will benefit both parties 
because he probably hasn’t 
played a lot of men’s football 
and we need someone who 
can occupy defenders.” 

Quigley netted on his Poole 
debut on Tuesday, scoring the 
second in a 3-0 win over 
Sholing in the Southern 
League Red Insure Cup. And 
the towering teenager has 
vowed to use his time with the 
Dolphins to catch the eye in 
the race for a professional 
contract with Cherries. 

Quigley was in the right place 
to notch from close range 
after Luke Burbidge’s shot had 
been parried by Boatmen’s 
keeper Lee Webber in the 28th 
minute at Tatnam. His strike 
was sandwiched by efforts 
from ex-AFC Totton forward 
Luke Roberts and an own goal 
from Sholing defender Dan 
Miller. 

Afterwards Quigley said: “I 
have tried to hone my techni¬ 
cal side this season and hope¬ 
fully this month will give me a 
bit of experience and the 
chance to put that into prac¬ 
tice against stronger players.”

“Straight away I was thinking 
‘here we go’. 

“My back was up against the wall 
again and I knew that it was going to 
be difficult to force my way in. 

“They (the club) made it clear that 
a loan move would be the best thing 
for me and I went down to Oxford.” 

Thus began a six-year relationship 
that ended with Constable just one 
goal short of Graham Atkinson’s U’s 
club record tally of 107. 

Already with a total of 11 strikes 
to his name in the Spitfires’ blue, he 
reflects enthusiastically on a period 
at Oxford that began in some style. 

“It was an unbelievable time. 
Within two or three months of arriv¬ 
ing there on loan I had decided that I 
wanted to stay there for as long as I 
could. 

“They offered me a deal to keep me 
after the (one year) loan had expired 
and I spent six great years there. 

“I had a great time there and 
achieved a lot in terms of getting the 
club out of the Conference. 

“Looking back across my time 
there, we should have probably gone 
and done better - got out of League 
Two and kicked on. 

“Going to Kidderminster gave me 
the belief that I could do it in the 
Conference. 

“I had gone back into the league 
(with Shrewsbury) and had a bit of a 
knockback, but at Oxford we had a 
decent first season (during my time). 

“We missed out on the play-offs, 
but would have been in them if we 
hadn’t had five points deducted for 
fielding an ineligible player (Eddie 
Hutchinson). 

“In the second year, we were in a 
great position and should have gone 
up automatically. 

“We finished third in the end but 
went up through the play-offs. 

“Within the first two or three years 
of being in the league we should 
have got out of it (League Two) and it 
might have been a different story 
regarding where the club could have 
gone on to.” 

That play-off triumph took 
Constable back to Wembley, and he 
was soon up to his old tricks at the 
national stadium, contributing 
Oxford’s second goal on the way to a 
3-1 victory over York City. 

It was one of 26 in all across that 
2009/2010 season, matching his tally 
for the previous campaign. 

Back in the Football League, but 
this time already settled in his envi¬ 
ronment and by now skippering the 
U’s, Constable encountered no prob¬ 
lems in adapting to the higher level. 

Indeed, his 15 League Two goals 
and powerful front-running during 
2010/11 term caught some esteemed 
eyes - as well as going on to provide 
a test of the player’s loyalty, one that 
he would pass with flying colours. 

Constable first declined interest 
from then League One 
Bournemouth, led by Lee Bradbury 
and Steve Fletcher - two men well 
versed in the art of striking - before 
his club, after rejecting “two or 
three” initial bids, eventually 
accepted an offer for their man from 
bitter rivals Swindon Town. 

“I made it clear that it wasn’t some¬ 
thing I was looking to do. To have 
played for Oxford for as long as I had 
and captained them, with the history 
of going to Wembley and everything, 
it wasn’t something that I was will¬ 
ing to contemplate,” he said. 

“For the football club, it was a 


great deal of money for them and 
they saw it as an opportunity to 
make some money. 

“For me, though, I didn’t even 
want to discuss that and didn’t want 
to lead them (Swindon) on into 
thinking that I would go there. 

“I made it clear that that wasn’t 
something I wanted to do. 

“It put me in a bit of a difficult posi¬ 
tion, them (Oxford) accepting a bid. 
I was stuck then. 

“I wasn’t allowed to say anything 
to anyone while it was all going on. I 
wanted to put my point across but I 
was stopped from doing that. 

“It made it difficult until it was all 
resolved on the evening of the dead¬ 
line day (in January 2012), when it 


(the deal) was all off. 

“I could relax then and say that I 
never wanted to go. The next day I 
was back in training and that was it. 
We brushed it under the carpet and 
got on with it.” 

The identity of Constable’s pur¬ 
suers, in particular Paolo Di Canio, 
the exceptional former Sheffield 
Wednesday and West Ham forward, 
then bossing Swindon, afforded the 
sought-after striker a healthy dollop 
of the vital intangible quality that he 
and plenty of his footballing coun¬ 
terparts crave- confidence. 

Di Canio had been especially forth¬ 
right when praising his target: ‘He 
has pace, he is tall, he can score with 
both feet and his physical presence 


is massive.” 

Constable admits that the scram¬ 
ble for his services offered a wel¬ 
come boost. “As a player, and if any 
of them tell you different it’s a lie, 
that helps a lot. 

“It’s easy, especially as a forward if 
you miss a couple of chances, for the 
head to go down and then to go into 
your shell. To have those people - 
and signing for Walsall with Paul 
Merson - believe in you and give you 
that opportunity is a massive confi¬ 
dence boost. 

“A lot of the time I was at Walsall I 
was soul searching and thinking to 
myself ‘Is this right for me?’ 

“You’ve left everything you know 
to go there and you’re constantly 
battling yourself, to convince your¬ 
self you’re good enough to do it. 

“To have these people saying they 
want to sign you, that gives you the 
confidence you need.” 

After developing such a close affin¬ 
ity with Oxford United any decision 
to leave the club, whenever it came, 
would never be straightforward. 
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Furthermore, finding a home that 
offered more than just a promise of 
treading water was paramount for 
Constable. 

“I spent a lot of evenings with my 
girlfriend and with my mum and 
dad discussing the ins and outs of 
it. 

“I’d had a great time there 
(Oxford), but when we started 
the contract negotiations we 
were in different areas. 

“They offered me a year on a lot 
less than I’d been on. 

“With a young family, it 
would have been a 
tough decision to do 
that. I had to look 
after them. 

“I met Stew 
(Stewart 
Donald, 

Spitfires 
chairman) and 
Rich (Hill), 
and had seen 
what they’d 
done the year 


before, getting promoted, and the 
plans for the coming season. 

“Having experience of the 
Conference I knew what it was like. 
It was a new challenge and some¬ 
thing that I was desperate to 
do. 

“I knew plenty about the 
club. The gaffer just asked 
me to come along, have a 
look around and listen to 
their plans. 

“That made it far easier, 
having come in and spoken 
to them. 

“And Stew’s 
enthusiasm - not 
many chairmen 
have that. 

“It was infec- 
and it 
brought back 
memories of 
leaving Walsall 
and going to 
Kiddy, and also 
of going to 
Oxford. 


“When you walk in the door and 
see the ambition, it gave me that 
buzz and I was desperate for the new 
challenge. 

“As a player, you maybe do get a 
bit comfortable at a club. 

“A lot of players spend a lot of time 
in one place and don’t challenge 
themselves. 

“It wasn’t going to be a decision I 
would take lightly. 

“If I was going to leave Oxford it 
had to be for the right reasons, for 
the chance to hopefully get back to 
the position we were in at Oxford, 
which is in the league. 

“I had a chance over the summer to 
speak to Wimbledon, along with a 
few other League Two clubs like 
Stevenage, but maybe the philoso¬ 
phy they had was slightly different 
to the one here. 

“They (other clubs) said they want¬ 
ed to bring a couple of strikers in - 
and Wimbledon did with (Adebayo) 
Akinfenwa and (Matt) Tubbs. 

“For me, though, looking across 
the whole side they weren’t going to 


be challenging for the league.” 

Decision made, Constable was 
eager to hit the ground running. 
Two goals on debut in a pre-season 
outing at Didcot, then, were most 
welcome. 

Nevertheless, it took until a fifth 
league appearance for the Spitfires’ 
high-profile recruit to hit the target 
in a competitive match (Constable 
scored twice in a 3-1 win over 
Welling) - not an age by any means 
but, for a man who invests so much 
in his scoring return, long enough. 

“It was nice to get a couple at 
Didcot, but kicking into the league I 
went a few games without (scoring). 
You’re then thinking to yourself ‘Is 
it going to come, is it going to be one 
of those seasons?” 

In fact, after a burst of five goals in 
three games over the Christmas 
period - form that made him a shoe- 
in for the club’s December player-of- 
the-month award - it is shaping up 
into something more like one of his 
goal-filled campaigns at Oxford. 

Constable, though, is permanently 
striving to better himself. 

In that mission, he says that his 
new colleagues, strike-partner Craig 
McAllister chief among them, are a 
constant source of help. 

“He’s a great lad, Macca. Even at 
my age, you can still learn a lot. 

“Macca is a bit older than me, but 
he’s still scoring goals and still doing 
everything that you should be as a 
forward. 

“I can still learn a lot from people 
like that. It was the same with Fleets 
(Stuart Fleetwood, now on loan with 
Forest Green Rovers) when he was 
here. He was a big help. 

“Nobody is ever the finished arti¬ 
cle. You can always learn more. 

“It was nice to get a few goals over 
Christmas and I’m hoping now we 
can put a half-decent run together 
and get in the play-offs. Then you 
never know what could happen. 

“We performed well over the 
Christmas period and picked up 
some good points. 

“To let that slip, and let the home 
record slip on Sunday (last weekend, 
a 2-0 reverse against Altrincham) 
was bitterly disappointing. 

“But we’ve got that many games 
coming up that it’s important we 
move on as quickly as we can and 
look forward to a tough back end of 
the season. 

“As a group of players, looking at 
the teams (I played with) at 
Kidderminster and Oxford that went 
to Wembley, no disrespect to them, 
but in terms of the quality of the 
squad here, we can easily match 
that, if not better it. 

“As a group of players, we believe 
we can do it. 

“As a club it would be a massive 
thing, and for the players as well. 

“We’ve got some young lads, but 
we’ve got some players who are get¬ 
ting on as well - me included. 

“You don’t get many opportunities 
and that’s one thing we touch on in 
the changing room before games. 

“You don’t get many chances to get 
out of these leagues, get a bit of suc¬ 
cess, get some silverware and get 
into the Football League. 

“We need to make sure that we 
knuckle down. 

“It’s going to be a tough three or 
four months, but at the end of it 
there could be a great reward. 

“You can then go away on your 
holidays in the summer and know 
you’ve been successful.”

TEENAGE KICKS: NICHOLSON

SEVENTEEN-year-old Jack 
Nicholson achieved what many 
more experienced goalkeepers 
would love to do last Saturday 
- shutting out Moneylields’ 
prolific front two of Steve 
Hutchings and Alfie Rutherford. 

But although the Blackfield & 
Langley rookie professed himself 
“over the moon” to have kept the 50- 
plus goal partnership quiet, he was 
quietly kicking himself for having 
his clean sheet tarnished by a Jack 
Lee strike in stoppage time. 

The good news for Nicholson and 
the Watersiders was that Lee’s goal - 
a far-post finish from Jake Morgan’s 
deep free-kick - was too little, too 
late for then league leaders 
Moneyfields who, by their own 
admission, were flattered by the 2-1 
scoreline at Gang Warily.

Once I heard I’d 
be playing I was champing at the bit 
to have a go,” said Totton-based 
Nicholson. 

“I’m a young lad, but I like a big 
occasion and there was a good 
turnout there. 

“With (veteran keeper) Dave Hook 
in goal for Moneyfields, there was a 
big age difference from one end to 
the other but the lads said they trust¬ 
ed me and the management trusted 
me. 

“Hutchings and Rutherford are two 
big players in this league, but they 
didn’t score against me and I’m over 
the moon about that. 

“The goal that did go in was quite a 
lucky one. The ball bounced around 
a bit when the cross came in, I got a 
touch on it, but it crept in. 

“I’d love to have kept a clean sheet, 
but a win’s a win and I was glad I 
could play a part. 

“We’ve got Petersfield coming up 
(home, January 17) and we’ve got to 
prove we can beat them as well. 

“Winchester are also going to get 
close to the top and I can only think 
that when we play them it’s going to 
be massive.” 

In his early teens Nicholson was 
part of the Pace Youth and AFC 
Totton under-16 set-ups. 

He switched to Eastleigh for a year 
and then returned ‘home’ to Totton 
& Eling and AFC Totton before get¬ 



ting the call from Blackfield earlier 
this term. 

“I wanted to get a bit more first- 
team exposure and Robbo (Robson) 
needed a ’keeper as cover for Gareth 
Barfoot,” Nicholson explained. 

“When Barfs went (to Winchester 
City), Scott O’Rourke came in. 

“I enjoy working with Scotty and 
VJ, our goalkeeping coach, and hav¬ 
ing the likes of (ex-Saint and B&L 
skipper) Kev Gibbens playing in 
front of you takes a lot of pressure off 
your shoulders. I don’t think Kev’s 
missed one header when 
I’ve played behind him. 

He’s a good leader 
and he reads the 
game so well. 

“Kev gives me a lot lg 
of encouragement 
and if he there’s 
something I can 
improve on, he’ll take 
me aside and have a 
chat. Being young, I 
don’t want people knocking 
my confidence and every¬ 
one at Blackfield is so sup¬ 
portive.

“I’ve got my coaching badges and 
it’s good to get out and do it,” said 
Nicholson, who comes from goal¬ 
keeping stock. 

“My grandad, Pete Furmidge, was 
also a ’keeper and was quite well 
known on the Isle of Wight, playing 
for Cowes, Ryde and Newport. It was 
back in the days of leather lace-up 
footballs and no goalkeeping gloves!” 

While Nicholson’s grandad takes 
some of the credit for inspiring his 
passion for goalkeeping, a Saint 
has also played a part. 

‘When people ask who’s 
inspired you, goalkeepers 
usually say someone 
like Gordon Banks or 
Peter Shilton but, for 
me, it’s Kelvin 
Davis,” he said. 

“I was a St

FOR much of this season it has 
looked as if the Sydenhams 
Premier winners’ trophy could 
be heading down Portsmouth 
way for the first time since 
Gosport Borough were 
crowned champions in 
2006/07. 

It would still take a brave person 
to bet against one of the current top- 
two of Moneyfields or Petersfield 
Town lifting their first ever Wessex 
title, but there’s a growing hunch in 
the Moneys camp that the silver¬ 
ware will end up on familiar territo¬ 
ry. 

Following defeat last Saturday at 
Blackfield & Langley, Moneyfields 
boss Miles Rutherford cited John 
Robson’s Watersiders - champions 
of 2012/13 - and three-time league 
winners Winchester City as “the 
best teams we’ve played”, adding 
“one of them will win the league.” 

His right-hand man Graeme Gee 
echoed those sentiments although, 
on the evidence of Blackfield’s com¬ 
manding 2-1 win over Moneys last 
Saturday, he reckons the 
Watersiders will have the edge if 
they can reproduce that form on a 
regular basis. 

Goals by livewire substitute Ed 
Zanin and rejuvenated midfielder 
Liam Green put Blackfield in com¬ 
mand against Moneys and, by 
Rutherford’s own admission, the 
Watersiders easily saw the game 
out after succumbing to a late strike 
by defender Jack Lee from Jake 
Morgan’s deep free kick. 

Admitting the Portsmouth visi¬ 
tors had struggled to deal with the 
big guns in Blackfield’s impressive 
armoury, former Newport IoW and 
Bashley midfielder Gee said after¬ 
wards: “We were real poor today 
and they were way too good for us. 

“A few of our youngsters got 
exposed today, we got a bit bullied, 
and our front two (Steve Hutchings 
and Alfie Rutherford) didn’t per¬ 


form like we’d normally expect. 

“Blackfield’s experienced players 
stood up to be counted and the spine 
of their side looked so strong. 

“Kev Gibbens did exceptionally 
well against our front two, Dan 
Cann looked strong up front and 
gave them something to hit, and, 
just behind him, Liam Green was 
the player I remember of old. 

“Plus their two wide boys, Ekow 


Elliott and Danny Young, are a 
handful. 

“Until today I thought Winchester 
were the best side. On the night 
they beat us at our place, they were 
fully deserving of victory. 

“But, based on that performance, 
Blackfield are the best team we’ve 
played. 

“If they play like that week in, 
week out, they’ll win it, but it’s 


going to be a close-run thing and I 
still think Petersfield are in with a 
very good chance.” 

Blackfield’s assistant boss Chris 
Farrell knows exactly what it takes 
to win the Wessex title having been 
part of Ashley Vickers’ manage¬ 
ment team that led the Watersiders 
to glory two seasons ago. 

Asked if there were similarities 
between then and now, he said: “I 
think there are lots of comparables 
to Ashley’s side, but probably the 
biggest difference now is that we 
haven’t got a 22-man squad.

“Lots of our players had their best 
game of the season today. 

“Dan Cann was probably our man 
of the match, he was outstanding, 
but a mention too for young goal¬ 
keeper Jack Nicholson who only 
found out he’d be playing at 2.30pm 
in place of (the unwell) Scott 
O’Rourke. 

“The good thing for us is that Joe 
Byrne is only two or three weeks 
away from fitness and, in our opin¬ 
ion, he’s the best defender in the 
league. No disrespect to the other 
lads who’ve been playing back 
there, but he’ll come straight back 
into the side.” 

The Watersiders will, however, 
have to cope without winger Danny 
Young who bowed out with a dislo¬ 
cated shoulder after half-an-hour 
against Moneys.

“So I said if I can make a few phone calls and 
speak to a few people, can I go on loan? They said

“It is no secret that I only live down the road, so 
it was ideal. 

“Apart from Gloucester City, this is my local 
club. I had a great season here and really enjoyed 
my time here.” 

Speaking of his burning desire to play up top - a 
luxury Eastleigh couldn’t afford him - Fleetwood 
said: “I want to play up front. It’s my natural posi¬ 
tion and I think it’s where I operate best.

MIKE Gosney didn’t score for 
AFC Totton against Didcot Town 
on Tuesday. 

But the on-loan Gosport Borough 
wing wizard worked his magic as 
the Stags miraculously trans¬ 
formed a 3-1 interval deficit into a 5- 
3 victory against the Oxfordshire 
promotion chasers. 

Talk in the Testwood Stadium 
clubhouse at half-time was about 
“damage limitation” against a 
third-placed Didcot side whose 17- 
match unbeaten run in the 
Southern One South & West 
stretched back to August. 

But, despite Totton’s first-half 
shortcomings, the positive message 
in the home dressing room from 
manager Steve Riley was that a 
quick Stags reply after the break 
would shake the visitors up. 

“There were a few harsh words,” 
the boss admitted. “I told the lads 
that we’d seen the best of Didcot, 
but they hadn’t seen the best of us. 

“To be honest, I think we gave 
Didcot too much respect in the first 
half. We gave them too much space 
and time on the ball and didn’t 
defend well enough. For their third 
we played a bad back pass straight 
into the striker’s path. 

“We didn’t play last Saturday, so 
we had fresh legs and I told the lads 
to go out and show what they were 
made of and we were a different ani¬ 
mal after the break. The difference 
was unbelievable.” 


It was Gosney who had made that 
wayward pass for the Railwaymen’s 
third - but how he made amends! 

After a reasonably quiet first half, 
the returning fans’ favourite upped 
the tempo and on 54 minutes he 


whipped in an inviting cross which 
Stuart Mott headed powerfully 
home. 

Two minutes later, Gosney was at 
it again, getting down the left and 
sending in another wicked delivery 


that Zac Mouland duly buried from 
inside the six-yard box to level 3-3. 

Totton didn’t stop there. 

On 67 minutes Mouland drove 
towards the angle of 18-yard box 
and let fly with a sweet shot into the 
bottom corner to send a stunned 247 
crowd into raptures. 

“We slowed the game down at 4-3 
and frustrated them and Didcot 
ended up arguing among them¬ 
selves,” said Riley. “Our lads 
showed a bit of maturity in the way 
they managed the game. 

“We delayed them, we snuffed out 
(dangerman) John Mills, everyone 
looked solid and our fitness levels 
were good.” 

The Stags kept one last trick up 
their sleeve for the 87th minute 
when another Didcot attack broke 
down and Craig Feeney burst away 
to grab his second goal of a quite 
incredible evening with a cool fin¬ 
ish on the break. 

“When we play like that we’re a 
force to be reckoned with,” smiled 
Riley. 

“Craig Feeney was a thorn in 
Didcot’s side and Gosney brings 
quality to the team. 

“Didcot did well in the first half to 
stop our threat but they couldn’t do 
anything about it in the second half.” 

American midfielder Kyle O’Brien 
made a second-half appearance off 
the bench, but it might have been 
his last game for Totton - at least 
for the time being. 

“Kyle’s had to go back to the 
States to sort out his visa, work per¬ 
mit etc, but hopefully we’ll get him 
back,” said Riley. 

“He’s a nice lad and I thanked him 
for all he’s done for the club. We’ll 
see where we go from here.”

Bertrand has only missed one Premier League game so far during the south 
coast club’s astonishing season which will take them into third place if they 
can win at Old Trafford tomorrow.

Real Madrid man could be coming up against Bertrand.

EASTLEIGH powered into the 
Vanarama Conference play-off 
zone with a 4-0 home win over 
Lincoln City this afternoon - and 
they could have had seven! 

Unbelievably the Spitfires missed 
three penalties by three difference play¬ 
ers against the ten-man Imps, who had 
Jon Nolan sent off after just 19 minutes 
of a surreal afternoon at the Silverlake. 

Spitfires manager Richard Hill made 
two changes to the side that started last 
weekend’s 2-0 defeat by Altrincham, 
bringing Will Evans and new signing 
Brian Howard into the starting line-up 
in place of Craig McAllister and the sus¬ 
pended Michael Green.

Lincoln were under no particular 
threat as Constable looked to turn into 
space just inside the area but Power 
needlessly brought him down.

TRI-SERIES 
TALKING POINTS 

1. Captain Morgan 

After the unseemly 11th hour 
culling of Alastair Cook on the eve 
of a World Cup year, England need 
a strong showing from their cho¬ 
sen successor. 

Eoin Morgan’s first series as 
skipper need not end in silverware 
to be considered a step in the right 
direction but he must show signs 
that his side will play a more forth¬ 
right, enlightened style of one-day 
cricket. 

2. Tough at the top 

England’s recent ODI history is 
hardly littered with top-order suc¬ 
cess stories, but Cook’s absence 
offers another chance to find a suit¬ 
able opening pairing. 

Moeen Ali looks a lock, but 
whether England are ready to gam¬ 
ble on the fireworks of Alex Hales 
or the more aesthetic Ian Bell as 
his partner will be instructive. 

The series may even offer a head- 
to-head shootout. 



3. Spin class 

Tweaker James Tredwell, above, 
has been one of his country’s most 
consistent one-day performers since 
- and even for some time before - 
Graeme Swann’s retirement. 

But by dropping him during the 
recent series in Sri Lanka, they 
betrayed their own fears that he 
may prove too orthodox to gain 
traction Down Under. 

Yet his record is solid enough to 
suggest he will be given chances in 
the Tri-Series to establish his posi¬ 
tion again. 

4. New ball, old stagers 

James Anderson and Stuart 
Broad both skipped Sri Lanka as 
they continued rehabilitation from 
injury but will be back on parade 
against Australia and India. 

England’s pace reserves are not 
as plentiful as once thought and 
the experienced pair stand head- 
and-shoulders above the rest at 
present. 

How quickly they settle back in to 
their task could determine their 
team’s prospects. 

5. Banish the scars 

A little less than a year ago 
England departed Australia a 
ridiculed rabble. Whiteswashed in 
the Ashes and the Twenty20 series 
and hammered 4-1 in the 50-over 
format, it was the tour from hell 
that brought down the curtain on 
the Andy Flower era in grim fash¬ 
ion. 

Most of the current 15-man squad 
played some part in the nightmare 
Down Under and it remains to be 
seen how deep the wounds of their 
previous visit still run. 

Only big individual perfor¬ 
mances or stirring group efforts 
will help the healing process.

RACKS 


ENGLAND batsman James Taylor 
believes new one-day captain Eoin 
Morgan is the “strong leader” needed 
to drive the side forward. 

The squad convened in Australia this week 
without former skipper Alastair Cook, 
whose chronic lack of form saw him cut 
adrift and replaced with Morgan on the eve 
of the World Cup. 

The Dubliner only has this month’s Carlton 
Bank Tri-Series against the host nation and 
India to put his stamp on a team that has 
struggled to find a winning formula in 50- 
over cricket. 

But Morgan is an entirely different charac¬ 
ter to Cook, having made his name as a 
dynamic short-form player rather than a 
Test lynchpin, and Taylor is confident he is 
the man to inspire a change in fortune. 

“It’s an exciting time for England under 
Morgs, it’s a new era,” he said. 

AGGRESSIVE 

“We’re all looking forward to playing under 
him. I know the kind of guy he is, he’s a 
strong guy and I’m sure he’ll be a strong 
leader too. 

“He’ll be very similar to the way he 
bats: exciting and aggressive. 

“I have played under him in a 
couple of ODIs against Ireland and 
he’s a great captain.” 

Cook might find it hard to share in 
the sense of enthusiasm as he broods 
on his axeing and watches the side he 
led for three-and-a-half years on televi¬ 
sion. 

But with the odds stacked against 
England in both the Tri-Series and the 
World Cup, the 15-strong squad who 
began their trip Down Under with a train¬ 
ing session in Canberra on Friday cannot 
afford to ponder their former leader’s fate.

England hoping 
to upset odds 


“It was a tough call but we've got to move 
on,” said Taylor. 

“It’s something we can’t dwell on too much. 
You’re judged on performances and that’s 
what happened in the end with Alastair. 

“Ultimately we’re all judged on perfor¬ 
mances and winning games and that’s what 
we’re aiming to do. 

“We’re looking to get a bit of rhythm and 
form in the Tri-Series then in the World Cup 
who knows what we could do.” 


Taylor has just six ODI caps to his name but 
booked his place on the plane by cracking 90 
and 68 in successive innings in Sri Lanka last 
month. 

Cook’s absence means a top-order shake-up 
is inevitable but what role the 25-year-old 
Nottinghamshire man has in it remains to be 
seen. 

“Hopefully it does open up a spot for me to 
play but it’s up to me to take the opportunity 
if it does appear,” he said. 

“I don’t know where I’ll be batting in the 
side, I’m just looking to get in the team. If it’s 
in the middle order or at number three I’m 
not really fussed as long as I’m playing. 

“I had a brief little taster in Sri Lanka and 
hopefully I can go one step further to cement¬ 
ing my spot in Australia.” 

England are in action on Monday, kicking 
off their trip with with a tour match against 
an ACT XI at the Manuka Oval. 


THE bookmakers call England 
World Cup ‘outsiders’, oppo¬ 
nents will unanimously declare 
them ‘dark horses’ and the buzz 
phrase within camp is ‘under¬ 
dogs’. 

Whichever way you sugar the 
pill the core message remains 
the same - one of the biggest, 
most powerful and best 
financed countries in cricket 
are heading into the sport’s pin¬ 
nacle event looking little better 
than chancers. 

Having trusted Alastair Cook 
to shape the direction and 
ethos of the side for the last 
three and a half years, the 
selectors have taken a screech¬ 
ing U-turn by ditching the bats¬ 
man in favour of Eoin Morgan. 

There’s plenty of sound 
logic in the decision - 
from Cook’s seemingly 
intractable downward 
spiral to Morgan’s 
own vivacious one- 
day mindset - but 
the timing screams 
panic. 

England are as 
fond of a four-year 
plan and a root-and- 
branch review as 
most governing bod¬ 
ies in the modern game 
but at the critical 
moment they have effective¬ 
ly settled on a gut-feeling gam¬ 
ble. 

Yet this month’s Tri-Series 
against Australia and India pro¬ 
vides a chance to change the 
narrative. 

Should Morgan deliver the 
bump in form that often comes 
with a change at the top, things 
will suddenly begin to appear 
rosy again. 

The Dubliner is guaranteed to 
send his side out with greater 
chutzpah and attacking intent 
than Cook and if he can plot a 
path to the final in Perth it 
would be a considerable 
achievement. 

In defeat the likes of Moeen 
Ali, Alex Hales, James Taylor 
and Chris Woakes may have 
looked too inexperienced, draft¬ 


ed too late in the cycle to 
impose themselves on a World 
Cup year. 

But in victory inexperience 
can be recast as freshness, a 
lack of battle scars, a rush of 
new blood. 

England have left it late and 
tinkered to the very last in pur¬ 
suit of a winning formula, but 
their acclimatisation time Down 
Under does mean there is just 
enough time to succeed. 

But as ever in sport, there are 
opponents in the way to scup¬ 
per the very best of intentions. 

And in co-hosts Australia and 
reigning world champions India, 
they do not come much 
tougher. 

If this three-way scrap was a 
boxing tournament, it would 
be tempting to see it as 
two prizefighters duking 
it out with a bar-room 
brawler. 

The latter would 
have a puncher’s 
chance but no 
more. So too 
England in many 
eyes, with the sta¬ 
tistics against often 
eye-watering. 

In 2014 Australia 
played 18 ODIs and 
won 13, while England 
mustered just nine victories 
from 25 attempts. 

India batsman Virat Kohli, pic¬ 
tured, has a personal tally of 21 
ODI centuries, where England’s 
squad boasts a combined total 
of 15. 

The flow of the 50-over game, 
emboldened by the theatrics of 
domestic Twenty20 competi¬ 
tions headed by the Big Bash 
and the Indian Premier League, 
is moving away from English 
conservatism faster than ever 
but in the coming weeks there 
is one last chance to cut the 
gap. 

The challenge is to take the 
outsiders, dark horses and 
underdogs and recast them as 
winners. The timescale is 
roughly four weeks. 

Over to you Eoin.

SUPER PROSPECT AT CHELMSFORD 


CHELMSFORD City opens its doors for 
the first time on Sunday and Super 
Kid can take star billing by landing 
the Betsi Golden Mile Conditions 
Stakes, the feature race on the inau¬ 
gural card. 

The former Great Leighs racecourse 
hosts this fast-track qualifier for All 
Weather Championships Finals day in 
April and Super Kid can take full advan¬ 
tage to get a guaranteed pass to the Good 
Friday meeting. 

Saeed bin Suroor’s charge had a couple of 
starts last summer, finishing third on his 
debut at Nottingham in June before going a 
couple of places better to win at Epsom the 
following month. 

He beat stablemate and subsequent 
Group Three winner Maftool on the latter 
occasion but was then off the track until 
November, when he tried his luck in anoth¬ 
er fast-track qualifier. 

Super Kid was beaten by another, more 
experienced, Godolphin runner that day 
but he lost little in being beaten a length 
after perhaps just feeling the effects of a 
lengthy lay-off when floundering in the 
final few yards. 


He has been given a bit of time to recover 
from those exertions but given he has the 
joint highest rating in the field, Super Kid 
has plenty in his favour and only 
Anonymous John to fear on the official fig¬ 
ures. 

Gaelic Silver can secure his place in the 
record books as the first winner at the 
renamed track by lifting the opening 
Betfred Handicap. 

The nine-year-old will be seeking a fourth 
win on the bounce after winning at 
Windsor, Kempton and Lingfield in 
October, November and December respec¬ 
tively. 

He defied a 61b rise to win most latterly 
and will have a further 41b on his back this 
time, although 71b claimer Hector Crouch 
has struck up such a good relationship 
with the horse that there might be a bit 
more to come. 

John Gosden was a vocal fan of the track 
in its early days and he sends Zamoura for 
the SIS Maiden Fillies’ Stakes. 

She looked a likely winner at one point on 
her debut at Lingfield last month only to 
get run out of it in the final stride but her 
short-head second offers much promise. 

Cape Tribulation was verging on top 
drawer in his younger days but while the 


effects of old age are having an impact, a 
race like the Royal Caledonian Hunt 
Veterans’ Handicap Chase at Kelso is well 
within his compass. 

Malcolm Jefferson’s charge won the 
Argento Chase back in 2013 and was fifth in 
the Cheltenham Gold Cup the same year, 
but has been on something of a downward 
slide since. 

He struggled to make his mark on his first 
couple of starts this term but sparked back 
to life with a two-and-a-half-length second 
in the Rowland Meyrick at Wetherby on 
Boxing Day. 

Rated 165 in his pomp, Cape Tribulation is 
now on a perch of 146 and this kind of race 
looks an ideal prep for a possible Crabbie's 
Grand National bid.
